Along with his job of directing the 
school and making each function of it 
run smoothly, Mr. MacDonald has taken 
the time to become the friend of each 
student who needs his help. 

Last summer, work began on the in- 
stallment of a public address system 
throughout the school. This system was 
completed and ready for operation early 
in the fall of 1950. It abolished the 
old method of the printed bulletins 
which were read by the teachers.

NATIONAL HONOR SOCIETY 





Every year fifteen per cent of the graduating class 
is eligible for membership in the NATIONAL 
HONOR SOCIETY. To be considered for this great 
honor, a student must have maintained an average of 
85 per cent or above through high school. Added to 
the first requirement of scholarship are leadership, 
character, and service.
